Ham helps boy get 


critical operation 


Josef Darmento, WASXK, has won the recognition of bis com- 
munity and the plaudits of the kam radio fraternity for his 
‘assistance in helping & small Italian child receive a crucial heart 
operation. His able use of ham radio paved the way for 4 year-old 
Fabio Piamplani to undergo a heart operation last month by 
Houston's famed Dr. Michael DeBakey. 


‘On June @ Joe intercepted an 
urgent plea on twenly meters 
from BAX, Roger, a doctor in 
the Adriatic Sea fishing village 
‘of Civitanove. Roger outlined to 
Joo that the child had 2 
hhytrophied right ventricle and 
‘would die if he didn’t get an 
‘operation within three months. 
Responding WASXX, then 
contacted his wife visiting in 
‘Austin, Tex., who in turn talked 
with Dr, DeBakey in Houston. 
‘The famous pioneer of heart 
trarsplant surgery gave his 
tentative approval for an 
‘operation at no charge, if the 
child, could be brought to 
‘Houston, 
Darmenio, a Merritt Island 
rresidentand a physicist withthe 
‘Air Force Eastern Test Range, 
relayed this information back to 
Italy and arrangements were 
made for the boy's trip to the 
United States. Concerned 
Italians donated between $4,000 
and $6,000 50 the boy could 
Teceive another chance at life. 
Finally during early July litle 
Fabio Piampiani made the trip 
from Rome fo New York and on 
to Houston, WASXX enlisted the 
aid of three New York hams 
280, W2I0M, and WB2CBP 
to assist the boy's mother in 
finding the right plans from 
JEK Airport to Houston 
Sorrowfully the child died on 
the operating table July 12. But 
atleast the boy had a chance fat

Part 3 represented two basie biesing arrangement; and indicated 
some of the things to fook for in transistor biasing. This article 
presents a very practical and widely-used biasing circuit - the 
Stabilized bias circuit. 

You might recall crom Part 1 that transistor currents are ex 
tremely sensitive to changes in base-to-emitter voltage. For 
-silicon, for example, a Vbe of 4 velts will cause a transistor tobe 
‘et off, while @ Vbe of 0.7 volts will cause it to be saturated. Thus, @ 
_swing of only 0.3 volts can cause the device to change from cutoff to 
‘saturation. This important property i s used in the stabilized bias 
Gireuit to give excellent control of transistor currents. 

It is obvious that ifthe emitter were held at constant voltage and 
the base voltage increased very slightly, the transistor currents 
‘would increase sharply. It is also true, however, that the same 
thing can be accomplished by decreasing the emitter voltage while 
hholding the base constant, ‘This is what is done in this circuit. 
‘Assume tnat base voltage Vb is held absolutely constant. Any in- 
‘erease in transistor current would cause more current to flow on 
Seger 
of decreasing Vbe, since we are holding Vb constant. Current will 
tend tofall off sharply, and we have the same ‘‘negative” feedback 
effect chsorved in the collector bias circuit. The big difference here 
is that Vbe is being changed instead of base current, and much RL 
better control of transistor current is obiained by utilizing the 
extreme sensitivity of Vbe. <
